It is a.very clever dodge of the Press 
proprietor to put a few dollars in his 
own pocket by handling our money— 
m aking us play second-tiddle to Santa 
Barbara, while we in reality are enti­ 
tled by justice and all the statistical 
tables of climate and productions, to 
be first. Therefore we should by all 
means take the money, if there be any 
to expend in advertising and illustrat­ 
ing Los Angeles, and expend it in im ­ 
proving 
and 
illustrating 
through 
pamphlets or on our own journals— 
thanking our Santa Barbara Prest 
man for the suggestion. 
M o t o r . 
[W eassume that whatever will ben­ 
efit Santa Barbara will benefit Los 
Angeles. 
As 
we 
understand Mr. 
Johnson’s proposition, it is not sec* 
tional; it is to advance the interests of 
all Southern California. To narrv out

the enterprise as he proposes will cost 
many thousands of dollars, and to raise 
this money the whole community will 
be called upon to contribute. If each 
of our six counties attem pt to do what 
Mr. Johnson is doing, none of them 
will succeed; while, if we all unite in

Not Far Off. 


It Is now conceded by the most in­ 
veterate old 
fogy in Los Angeles 
county that the most enthusiastic pre­ 
dictions made three years since, con­ 
cerning the growth and prosperity of 
this city and county, have been more 
than realized already; and yet but a 
few thousand people have been made 
fam iliar with the undisputed resulls 
of com paratively isolated attem pts to 
develop the horticultural and agri­ 
cultural capacities of this portion of 
the State. 
For a full quarter of a eon- 
tury the hill-lands of th is couuty, 
com m anding 
the 
m ost 
cheerful, 
healthful and attractive situations in 
the w hole country,, have luid as idle 
wastes, or been ui*id as second class 
sheep-walks; but to-day, thrwegh. the 
sagacity and invincible courage of a 
single man, P r u d e n t B e a u d r y , they 
have suddenly become, what Nature 
designed them to be, the m ost inviting 
and winsom e openings for hom es of 
contentm ent, refinem ent and luxury 
in all this fair land. 
To those who 
have given little heed to the great 
work ntroody done to reclaim aild 
transform these hills from barrenness 
to beauty, and who have not realized 
the tremendous signifícente of the en* 
terprise just com pleted by Mr. B e a u ­ 


d r y , this language m ay seem a trifle 
enthusiastic. 
These lines are written 
for sharper eyes and clearer heads. 
The H e r a l d ^ now speaks j on this 
them e to the fore-looking man and 
not to the old fogy. 
The old fogy has 
his m erits, and his virtues are not 
undervalued; 
but 
in 
his 
hands 
the barrenness of the past twen­ 
ty years would have remained for the 
next tw enty years, and he would 
croak as hoarsely and shake his head 
as dism ally and shrug his shoulders as 
om inously tw enty years hence as he 
has for the past tw enty years, were 
the problem of reclaim ing and beau­ 
tifying and utilizing these hills left 
for him to solve. 
On the other hand, 
we claim to be perfectly sane and 
cool-headed when we predict that the 
liigh-lands and hills, hitherto all bare 
and unproductive, w hich environ the 
city of Los A ngeles, are soon to be 
consecrated to beautiful hom es of re­ 
finem ent and purity, where health 
and happiness shall reign, and nature 
shall dispute *,vith art in the endeavor 
to restore the beauties and fruits nf 
the long-lost and forfeited Eden which 
tradition tells us our first parents 
failed to transm it as the rightful her­ 
itage 
of their 
unhappy posterity. 
The realization of this prophecy is 
not far off. 
In the light of events 
five years from this date, w e ask the 
doubters of to-day to read and ponder 
these lines and then pass judgm ent 
upon the soundness of this prediction. 


Railroad Prospects. 


If, as we presume it does, the re­ 
ported heavy decline in Central Pacific 
Railroad stock means also Southern 
Pacific bonds, the 
news som ewhat 
dampens our hopes for an early com­ 
pletion of the road to this city. 
After 
the election last Fall, the bonds of the 
com pany declined and were, in fact, 
dull of sale at any price. But the defeat 
of the Freights and Fares bills gave the 
com pany 
renewed confidence, 
and 
their bonds advanced 
im m ediately 
after the adjournment of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
This was galling to the Bul- 
letin-Call and a few’ other papers that 
do not want any more railroads built 
and w’ould like to destroy those we a l­ 
ready have, but the people of Southern 
California did not share th is feeling. 
On the contrary, they regarded the ad­ 
vance in the price of the com pany’s 
bonds as an indication that we should 
soon have the Southern Pacific branch* 
completed into the Los A ngeles V alley 
at least. This portion of the Sta*e has 
no quarrel w ith the Central Pacific or 
any other railroad com pany. W e need 
railroad com m unication badly, and we 
have no objection to the company’s 
bonds going up to par and selling like 
hot cakes. The action of Congress has, 
however, more seriously affected the 
bonds than did the antagonism of our 
State Legislature. 
Congress lias not 
been friendly to the Central Pacific, 
and the threatened exposé of its ac­ 
count with the G overnm ent lias in ­ 
duced m any holders of bonds to dis­ 
pose of them at reduced rates. Our 
only hope now for the com pletion of 
the Southern Pacific to this city rests 
on an early advance in the price of 
these bonds. 


T h e 
San Francisco Chronicle lias 
published w hat it calls a fa c s im ile 
of R o c h e f o r t ’ s chirography. 
This 
would be enterprise if the printers did 
not cali it “ two-line sm all pica scrip.” 


T h e smart ones—those old fellows 
who alw ays knew the cow would eat 
the grindstone, if she had an opportu­ 
nity, are confident President G r a n t is 
figuring for re-election. 
There m ay 
be som ething in the prediction; it may 
be possible he w’ould like to be re­ 
elected, and it is probable lie w ill be a 
candidate. 
But it is doubtful if the 
people w ill support him for another 
term . 
G r a n t is one of the luckiest 
m en in the world; so was J a c k S h e p ­ 


h e r d , V a s q u e z ,Senator S a r g e n t and 
a dozen other men we could name. A 
man is alw ays lucky when he wins, but 
anything else but lucky when he 
loses. 
S a r g e n t could not be elected 
tow n beadle o f Mud Springs, and 
V a s q u e z ' s star is eclipsed. 
G r a n t 
m ay trust his luck one turn of the 
w heel too often. 
Our advice to him is 
n et to try it. 
Let well enough alone. 


Free Trade. 


That was A sensible thing on the 
part of the Oregon Democracy to in­ 
sert in their platform n demand for 
free trade ami direct taxation. 
Free 
trade is the doctrine of the m asses—it 
is the doctrine o f all who are w illing 
that their business should stand or 
fall on, its merits. 
The protection 
system is sim ply a schem e for robbing 
the m any to enrich the few. 
The pro­ 
tection of a single salt m anufacturing 
company has taken m illions of dollars 
from the people’s pockets, and put 
them in those of a few individuals. 
The protection of a few print factories 
has cost the people m any more m il­ 
lions. The very principle of protective 
tarilf is tiie robbery of the m any for 
the benefit of tlio few, 
Legitim ate 
trade needs no protection. The cost of 
transportation is the only protection 
the manufacturers of 
one locality 
should have against those of another. 
If the Sacram ento W oolen M ills can 
manufacture and ship to this city, and 
sell the same article of cloth at the 
same price 
w ith the Los Angeles 
Mills, let it do so. The fact that it 
can do this will prove that the Los 
Angeles mill is 
realizing a larger 
profit than the Sacram ento m ill is 
w illing to work 
for. 
If the print 
factories.of Manchester can m ake bet­ 
ter calico, pay transportation on it to 
America, and sell it for less money 
than the S p r a g u e s or our other local 
factories, it seem s to us that the peo- 
\fle who consume the calico would be 
benefited. 
As it is, our own factories 
make an inferior articlcvof print, are 
“ protected,” so that the M anchester 
factories cannot 
firing 
over their 
goods, and the consum ers are forced 
to pay a higher price for a poor article; 
while 
withoi^ “■ protection»* 
they 
would be able to obtain a better class 
of goods. 
The 
consumer is thus 
wronged 
on every 
article that is 
protected. 


I t w ill be seen by telegram s pub­ 
lished in this m orning's H e r a l d , that 
the bandit V a s q u e z was yesterday 
safely lodged in jail at Salinas City. 
There was 110 attem pt to lynch him. 


O u r W ashington dispatches an­ 
nounce the serious illness of Congress­ 
man C l a y t o n of San Francisco. 
The 
latest dispatch, dated last evening, 
states that his physicians entertained 
slight hopes of his recovery. 
W hile 
we have reason to fear the worst, we 
hope the next inform ation m ay be 
that he is out of danger. 


I n San Francisco, the other day, a 
young man nam ed A n t o n io C u n e o 
com m itted suicide all for the love of 
A m e l t a M u s t e . The little accident to 
her lover must have made A m e l ia 
feel uncomfortable for five or ten m in­ 
utes. 


T h e Local Option election held in 
Santa Cruz last Saturday was earried 
agairist the license by a m ajority of 
twelve. 
The contest was close, and 011 
the result being announced great en­ 
thusiasm 
prevailed 
am ong 
the 
victors. 


T h e Civil R ights bill passed by 
Congress, if it can be enforced, w ill 
destroy all 
distinction, 
social and 
otherwise, between the w hites and 
blacks. 
It rem ains to he seen whether 
Congress can compel a colored gentle­ 
man to eat and sleep with a w hite 
man if he does not desire so to do. 


The Races. 


There was rather a small attendance 
at the races yesterday, and the day 
was s' m ew ’.iat disagreeable, 011 ac­ 
count of the wind prevailing, but not­ 
withstanding these drawbacks the pro­ 
gram m e was enacted satisfactorily. 
The first race was for 8500, the fol­ 
lowing horses entering: C. A. Durfee’s 
s. r. g. “Enoch Arden,” Chico Fors­ 
ter’s c. g.

Not Far Off. 
It Is now conceded by the most in­ 
veterate old fogy ia Los Angeles 
county that the most enthusiastic pre­ 
dictions made three years since, con­ 
cerning the growth and prosperity of 
this city and county, have been more 
than realized already; and yet but a 
few thousand people have been made 
familiar with the undisputed results 
of comparatively isolated attempts to 
develop the horticultural and agri­ 
cultural capacities of this portion of 
the State. For a full quarter of a con- 
tury the hill-lands of this county, 
commanding the most cheerful, 
healthful and attractive situations in 
the whole country,, h'ftve laid as idle 
wastes, or been used as second class 
sheep-walks; but to-day, through, the 
sagacity and Invincible courage of a 
single man, P r u d e n t B e a u d r y , they 
have suddenly become, what Nature 
designed them to be, the most inviting 
and winsome openings for homes of 
contentment, refinement and luxury 
in all this fair land. To those who 
have given little heed to the great 
work alroarty done to reclaim jmd 
transform these hills from barrenness 
to beauty, and who have not realized 
the tremendous significence of the en» 
terprise just completed by Mr. B e a u ­ 
d r y , this language may seem a trifle 
enthusiastic. These lines are written 
for sharper eyes and clearer heads. 
The H e r a l d ^ now speaks 5 on this 
theme to the fore-looking man and 
not to the old fogy. The old fogy has 
his merits, and his virtues arc not 
undervalued; but in his hands 
the barrenness of the past twen­ 
ty years would have remained for the 
next twenty years, and ho would 
croak as hoarsely aud shake his head 
as dismally and shrug his shoulders as 
ominously twenty years hence as he 
has for the past twenty years, were 
the problem of reclaiming and beau­ 
tifying and utilizing these hills left 
for him to solve. On the other hand, 
we claim to be perfectly sane and 
cool-headed when we predict that the 
liigh-lands and hills, hitherto all bare 
and unproductive, which environ the 
city of Los Angeles, are soon to be 
consecrated to beautiful homes of re­ 
finement and purity', where health 
and happiness shall reign, and nature 
shall dispute with art in the endeavor 
to restore the beauties and fruits of 
the long-lost and forfeited Eden which 
tradition tells us our first parents 
failed to transmit as the rightful her­ 
itage of their unhappy posterity. 
The realization of this prophecy is 
not far ofT. In the light of events 
five years from this date, we ask the 
doubters of to-day to read and ponder 
these lines and then pass judgment 
upon the soundness of this prediction. 


Railroad Prospects. 
If, as we presume it does, the re­ 
ported heavy decline in Central Pacific 
Railroad stock means also Southern 
Pucific bonds, the news somewhat 
dampens our hopes for an early' com­ 
pletion of the road to this city’. After 
the election last Fall, the bonds of the 
company declined and were, in fact, 
dull of sale at any price. But the defeat 
of the Freights and Fares bills gave the 
company renewed confidence, and 
their bonds advanced immediately 
after the adjournment of the Legisla­ 
ture. This was galling to the Bul- 
letin-Call and a few other papers that 
do not want any more railroads built 
and would like to destroy those we al­ 
ready have, but the people of Southern 
California did not share this feeling. 
On the contrary, they regarded the ad­ 
vance in the price of the company’s 
bonds as an indication that we should 
soon have the Southern Pacific branch* 
completed into the Los Angeles Valley 
at least. This portion of the Sta*e has 
no quarrel with the Central Pacific or 
any other railroad company'. We need 
railroad communication badly, and we 
have no objection to the company’s 
bonds going up to par and selling like 
hot cakes. The action of Congress lias, 
however, more seriously affected the 
bonds than did the antagonism of our 
State Legislature. Congress has not 
been friendly to the Central Pacific, 
and the threatened exposé of its ac­ 
count with the Government has in­ 
duced many holders of bonds to dis­ 
pose of them at reduced rates. Our 
only hope now for the completion of 
the Southern Pacific to this city rests 
on an early advance in the price of 
these bonds. 


T h e San Francisco Chronicle has 
published what it calls a facsimile 
of R o c h e f o r t’s chirography. This 
would be enterprise if the printers did 
not call it “two-line small pica scrip.’’ 


Free Trade. 


T h e smart ones—those old fellows 
who always knew the cow would eat 
the grindstone, if she had an opportu­ 
nity, are confident President G r a n t is 
figuring for re-election. There may 
he something in the prediction; it may 
be possible he would like to be re­ 
elected, and it is probable he will be a 
candidate. But it is doubtful if the 
people will support him for another 
term. G r a n t is one of the luckiest 
men in the world; so was J a c k S h e p ­ 
h e r d , V a sq u e z,Senator S a r u e n t and 
a dozen other men we could name. A 
man is always lucky when he wins, but 
anything else but lucky when he 
loses. S a r g e n t could not be elected 
town beadle of Mud Springs, and 
V a sq u e z’s star is eclipsed. G r a n t 
may trust his luck one turn of the 
wheel too often. Our advice to him is 
not to try it. Let well enough alone. 


That was ft sensible thing on the 
part of the Oregon Democracy to in­ 
sert in their platform a demand for 
free trade and direct taxation. Free 
trade is the doctrine of the masses—it 
is the doctrine of all who are willing 
that their business should stand or 
fall on, its merits. The protection 
system is simply a scheme for robbing 
the many to enrich the few. The pro­ 
tection of a single salt manufacturing 
company has taken millions of dollars 
from the people’s pockets, and put 
them in those of a few individuals. 
The protection of a few print factories 
has cost the people many more mil­ 
lions. The very principle of protective 
tariff is the robbery of the many for 
the benefit of tho few, Legitimate 
trade needs no protection. The oust of 
transportation is the only protection 
the manufacturers of one locality 
should have against those of another. 
If the Sacramento 'Woolen Mills can 
manufacture and ship to this city, and 
sell the same article of cloth at the 
same price with the Los Angeles 
Mills, let it do so. The fact that it 
can do this will prove that the Los 
Angeles mill is realizing a larger 
profit than the Sacramento mill is 
willing to work for. 
If the print 
factories.of Manchester can make bet­ 
ter calico, pay transportation on it to 
America, and sell it for less money 
than Che S p r a g u e s or our other local 
factories, it seems to us thut the peo- 
ifle who consume the ealieo would be 
benefited. As it is, our own factories 
make an inferior article* of print, are 
“ protected,” so that tho Manchester 
factories cannot bring over their 
goods, and the consumers are forced 
to pay a higher price for a poor article; 
while withoi^ “-priMectioff* they 
would be able to obtain a better class 
of goods. 
The consumer is thu3 
wronged on every article that is 
protected. 
It will be seen by telegrams pub­ 
lished in this morning’s H e r a l d , that 
the bandit V a sq u e z was yesterday 
safely’ lodged In jail at Salinas City*. 
There was no attempt to lynch him. 


O ur Washington dispatches an­ 
nounce the serious illness of Congress­ 
man C la y to n of San Francisco. The 
latest dispatch, dated last evening, 
states that his physicians entertained 
slight hopes of his recovery. While 
we have reason to fear the worst, we 
hope the next information mayr be 
that he is out of danger. 


I n San Francisco, the other day, a 
young man named A n to n io C u n eo 
committed suicide all for the love of 
A m e l ia M u st e. The little accident to 
her lover must have made A m e l ia 
feel uncomfortable for five or ten min­ 
utes. 
The Local Option election held in 
Santa Cruz last Saturday was carried 
again'st the license by a majority of 
twelve.
